Claims 1-24 are pending in this application. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 5-6, 13, 17, drawn to repelling insects with a cyclopentanone of 
formula 13. 

II. Claims 5, 7, 13, 14, 16, drawn to repelling insects with a camphor 
derivative of formula 18. 

III. Claim 13, 14, 15, drawn to repelling insects with a cyclohexanone of 
formula 17. 

Claims 1-4, 8-12 and 18-24 link(s) inventions I, II and III. The restriction 
requirement between the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking 
claim(s), claims 1-4, 8-12 and 18-24. Upon the indication of allowability of the linking 
claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and 
any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the allowable 
linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully examined for patentability in accordance with 
37 CFR 1.104 Claims that require all the limitations of an allowable linking claim will be 
entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or 
allowance, whichever is earlier.

The three inventions are distinct, each from the others, because each invention 
utilizes patentably distinct compounds for obtaining the insect repellent activity. The 
structural distinctness of the various cycloalkanones would require a divergent search 
and a divergent review of the prior art. In the present case, there would be undue 
burden placed on the Examiner if the restriction were not required because of the 
structural differences of the various active agents, which cannot be searched together. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
